IN DISCUSSION OF KOREA QUESTION TODAY, OCTOBER 28, 

WITH AMBASSADOR SHERER, NIGER PERMREP AMBASSADOR SALIFOU 
SAID, AS AMBASSADOR TO US AS WELL AS TO UN, HE HAD A BETTER 
UNDERSTANDING OF REALITIES INVOLVED THAN SOME OF HIS 
COLLEAGUES. THE FRIENDLY RESOLUTION IS "APPLICABLE" TO 
THE SITUATION; THE HOSTILE RESOLUTION IS NOT. STILL, A 
"PAINFUL" CHOICE CONFRONTED HIM. BY PHONE AND TELEX THIS 
MORNING, HE HAD ASKED FOR INSTRUCTIONS PERMITTING HIM TO 
SEEK A MELDING OF THE TWO RESOLUTIONS THROUGH THE DELETION 
OF OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 2 OF DRAFT RESOLUTION 709 AND ITS 
REPLACEMENT BY OPERATIVE PARAGRAPHS 2 AND 3 OF DRAFT RESOLUTION 
708 REV. 1. HE THOUGHT THERE WAS A CHANCE FOR REACHING CONSEN- 
SUS ON THIS APPROACH. FAILING SUCH SOLUTION, NIGER WOULD 
ABSTAIN ON BOTH RESOLUTIONS. ON THE QUESTION OF PRIORITY 
HE HAD ASKED FOR INSTRUCTIONS TO VOTE AGAINST A CHANGE 
IN PRIORITY; HE WILL SO VOTE IN THE ABSENCE OF INSTRUC- 
TIONS. 
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
